POERTO RICO CAMPAIGN.

Simultaneous with the announce-
ment that Genersl Miles and bhis
army have landed in Fuerto Rico
comes the first real note of peace, a
formal application by Spain through
the French ambassador at Washing-
torn. This application for a termina-
tion of the war, says the Spokesman-
Review, will not interfere malterially
with the campaign in Puerlo Rico,
if the nsual delays ineident Lo peace|
negotiations obtain in this War. |
There is almost unlmiled quantity of
red tape about such megotiations,
and it mey be meonthsbefore an ar-
mistice is arranged. Itis believed
the terms of settlement will include
propositions over which there will
be long disputes.

It seems to be understood by this
time that the United States will de-
mand certain conquered territory, in
all probability Puerto Rico, and pos-
sibly more. This claim will be com-
batted by Spain to ihe ntmost and
she will enlist every agency in Eu.
rope to assist in evadieg the surren-
der of territoy. It is kmown to
Spain, and even better to the rest of
Curope, that colonization will be
vigorously fought by a strong party
in America, and this will assist in
delaying the acceptance of overtures.
It is, therefore, most probable that
unless the unforseen happens, the
signing of a peace proclamation will
not be far from the new year.

In the meantime Miles has an ag-
gressive campaign before him, and
ke goes prepared Lo maintain it until
the American flag displaces the Span-
ish standard at San Juapn.

~ CROP BULLETIN

ISSUED EVERY MONDAY BY THE
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICUL-
TURE-SUPERVISION OF
B. 8. PAGUE.

Giving an Account of the Condition of
the Crops Throughout the State—
An Fmmeunse Yield of Fruit and
Gratn Expected Everywhere.

The weather has been cooler, with
less eunshine than during the preceeding
week. On the 22d, rain fell to the
amount of from .02 to .34 of an inch
along the coast and in the northern por-
tion of the Willamet!e valley, in the Co-
lumbia river valley as far as eastward as
Sherman county, in a portion of Union
county, and subout Baker City; else-
where a few eprinkles oceurred. The
rain delayed the haying in places, bt
did no msterinl damage, and the little
damage doue was more than offset by
the benefit that was done to the epring
grain. Haying is well advanced and is
practically completed, except over the
platean district where dizeontinnes. The
second growth of alfalfa is being cut,and
the second crop of clover is making good
growth and will make seversl tons to
the acre in many localities, The hay
crop secured ia one of the largest, il not
the largest, ever secured in the state;
the quality is Sret-clas, and has been
eafely gathered.

Heading and barvesting of fall-zown
wheat are under way in all parts of the
state, except in Wallows, and in the
connties comprising the Platean district;
thecropis very heavy. Some corre-
spondents report that the erop was about
as beavy as in 1806, whes the crop was
anuesally large and of exeellent quality.
Others report it ia the largest and best
crop ever harvested., Thawvit is asjzood
there 8 no question, The grain isof
good size and plomp; 8o far thers are
no reports of any shriveled grain. The
spring-sown wheat is nearlg as promis-
ing as the fall-sown. In portions of the
Willameste valley the grain aphis is re-
ported to be present in large gqoantities
on the spring wheal; some correspond-
ents report that damageds being done,
whileothers have no fear of any damage
from this-quarter. Oals are almostas
promising as wheat, and barley and rye
are almost invariably good ereps, but
they are better this yesr than uenal.
Hop lice-are numerous in the msjority
of vards.
